Dr. L. L. Wight 
at Whitestown s»id : "I believe it is how 
conceded tlmt cattle do better bj being con- 
fined to ouo pasture during tho MUOD than 
by changing from one Held to another, m 
has at times been recommended. This is,at 
leant, decidedly in accordance with 1117 ex- 
pwleaoo. 
Thorn should, therefore, be but 


ono pasture for cows, unlosa they number 
oiror seventy five in a dairy, under which 
circumstances it may bo preferable to divido 
them. Thus, on ordinary farms more than 
ouo pasture is unnecessary for cowa ; nn- 
othor should be used if young cattle are 
reared, or horses or sheep. 
Tho meadow 


h»d also better bo in the snmo inolosuro 
with the plow land, thus necessitating 
only three largo lota for a farm of several 
hundred acres oven. Samuel Campbell was 
"much interested in the statement that it 
was conceded that a singlo pasture was bet- 
ter for the dairy herd. 
Ho bod supposnd 


that a succession of pastures was approved, 
but was glad to know otherwise. 
Messrs. 


Bonfoy and Shull approved the ono pasture 
system. Tho eattlo are not restless, they 
are not subjected to the danger of overfeed- 
ing, and there it a better yield. Morgan 
Uutlor would in the future have but two 
fields—plowed land and meadow in one, and 
pasture in the other. 
Ho would not turn 


the cattle on the meadow until the crop is 
taken from the plowed land. 
We cannot, 


he added, stand the burden imposed by cost 
of fences. It must bo reduced.
